To get the data for 
the article a letter was sent to the 
owners or feeders of the 10 highest 
seven-day record cows and the 10 
highest semi-official record cows fur- 
nished by Superintendent Gardner, 
December 5, 1916. The answers to 
this letter have been very satisfactory, 
and the writer wishes to thank these 
men personally who have co-operated 
in the preparation of this paper.

It is noted that the most import- 
ant concentrates used for this pur- 
pose are ground oats, wheat bran, dis- 
tillers’ grains, gluten feed, oil meal, 
hominy and cottonseed meal. Alfalfa 
hay, corn silage and beets are the 
most important roughages. The ra- 
tions shown here and given in previ- 
ous articles should teach convincingly 
that it is unnecessary to go outside 
this list for feeds and that nothing is 
gained by so doing. It is time that 
the idea that large records are being 
made with secret formulae should be 
driven out of the heads of our breed- 
ers. It is foolish to think that secret 
formulae and drugs are necessary to 
produce these records. Our breeders 
must get to work and learn the arts 
of breeding and skillful feeding and 
forget all this foolishness about drugs 
and secret formulae. If you have the 
cow that is capable of doing it 
through her inheritance and if you 
have the skill to feed her and care 
for her the above list of feeds is all 
that is necessary. 

Hester Aaltje Korndyke 133222.

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Duchess Skylark Ormsby, the first cow to produce over 100 
pounds butterfat per month for 12 consecutive months. Her yearly 
record is 1,507.36 pounds butter in one year. Owned by John B. 
Irwin, Minnesota. 


“This cow ran upon a wild grass pasture all summer 
without grain until about two months before she fresh- 
ened, then she was taken and put on tame grass and given 
a feed consisting of ground oats, bran and oil meal (lin- 
seed) which was gradually increased until she got about 
12 pounds per day. 

“At freshening she was not fat but in just fine milk- 
ing shape and in the best of spirits. The calf was allowed 
to stay with her for about three days when it was weaned 
and her feed gradually changed to the following mixture:

Oil meal 20 per cent of each feed. 

“The ‘White ‘Cross feed’ is a feed put out by the 
Albert Dickenson Seed Company, and is supposed to be 
a balanced ration. In ordering some other feed last win- 
ter I ordered a small amount of this and we used it sim- 
ply to get it used up and out of the way. 

“The above grains were mixed and weighed, and as 
each feed was weighed out 20 per cent of the feed was 
made oil meal, which was kept separate until that time. 

“The greatest amount that Hester would take at any 
time was 24 pounds of the grain and meal mixture fed 
with sliced mangels of which she ate large quantities, 
usually a bushel basket at each feed, or about 34 pounds. 

“This was fed every six hours before milking and at 
the hours of 4, 10, 4 and 10. Three times a day she re- 
ceived alfalfa hay, third cutting, this was fed at 7 a. m,, 
1 p. m. and 7 p. m., what she cared for. 

“No ensilage or other feeds were used. Salt was be- 
fore her at all times and running water where she could 
reach it all the time. 

“Of the mangels she seemed to never get enough and 
would hunt them out from the other feed so that it was

H. Lynn has written a very good letter concerning the 
feeding of May Echo Sylvia 227325 of Avondale Farm, 
Ontario, ‘Canada, Arthur C. Hardy, proprietor. This 
‘Canadian cow has made a very creditable record of *8537 
pounds of milk containing 32.804 pounds of fat, a percent- 
age of 3.84. This computes on the 80 per cent basis to 
41.050 pounds butter. Mr. Lynn writes essentially as 
follows:

HE World takes decided pleasure in presenting to its 

readers a picture of one of the most remarkably bred 
Holstein-Friesian bulls from the standpoint of both pro- 
duction and show ring. 

This bull is King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 165947. He 
carries yearly record breeding on both his dam’s and his 
sire’s sides. The average of his dam and his sire’s dam: 
that is, his two nearest dams, is 1.312.39 pounds of butter 
in 365 days and 29,641.70 pounds of milk in 365 days. His 
dam, Queen Piebe Mercedes. has a world’s record of milk 
production as a four-year-old having given 30,230.2 pounds 
from which 1,389.45 pounds of butter was made. 

His grandsire on his sire’s side is Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes, who has 51 A. R. O. daughters, four 
with records of over 30 pounds in seven days, two with 
yearly records of over 1,200 pounds—one approaching 
very nearly 1,400 pounds as a four-year-old—and two 
three-year-olds, one with a record of 993.22 and another 
with a record of 952.08. 

In speaking of this bull, Mr. Elliott, his owner says, 
“He holds the world’s record average for dam and sire’s 
dam, for both milk and butter. If he held the world’s 
record for one of them it would be enough to call him a 
world’s record bull. His dam holds the world’s record 
in six classes.” 

The present owners of this bull studied a long time 
in making their selection. They are young men with good 
training and considerable experience. They wanted a 
sire that was strong from the show ring standpoint; that 
is, an excellent high class individual, for they were plan- 
ning to develop a show herd. As an indication of the 
inherited show ring tvpe we have a statement from Prof. 
(C. Larsen of the South Dakota Agricultural College say- 
ing, “I would put this bull’s dam, Queen Piebe Mercedes, 
above any dam that I ever saw.” 

This bull is said to combine in the closest possible 
manner the blood of Queen Piebe of Fairview, a cow that 
produced two daughters whose average butter production 
at three years of age was over 1,150 pounds, with the 
blood of Springbrook Bess Burke, the only 1,000-pound 
cow with three daughters that average over 1,000 pounds 
of butter a year, one as a junior two-year-old. 

The herd in which this bull was developed was 
strong in the show ring for many years. It is one of the 
most persistent winners in the largest shows of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed and for that reason it has been a 
natural thing for the owners to collect and develop noth- 
ing but the highest class stock. A glance at the picture 
shows the tvpe of individual that is represented. He is 
masculine, vigorous, with remarkable individuality as to 
both back and sides. He would be a worthy competitor 
to enter in any ring. 

A study of the pedigree leads one from generations

A. L. Brockway of Syracuse, an expert o 
ters, has called the attention of the Nie Yok bee 
to the accredited herd clauses of the law of Wisconsin in 
particular. This state has 430 accredited herds and we in 
New York should know without further comment what 
that means to the purebred or even to the dairy interests 
there. The sanitary livestock board administers the law 
as it relates to accredited herds and Mr. Brockway called 
express attention to the fact that indemnities are paid 
by this board only when herds are placed in its hands 
In view of the definite results attained by this law. 
in view of its reasonableness, Mr. Brockway’s contention 
that New York should give full consideration to this pro- 
posal seems sound, very sound. We would like to see it 
tried, because we are already convinced that it will work 
and work well. The state of Wisconsin has also another 
law that New York would do well to copy. It is a law 
compelling pasteurization of skim-milk and whey. If 
such a law is a success in the greatest butter and cheese 
state in the union and is upheld as such by those whom it 
affects most directly, we see no reason why New York 
should not adopt it. It is time that reactionary opposi- 
tion to such measures as accredited herds, compulsory 
pasteurization and large veterinary supervision and other 
enactments be dropped. New York can learn a bit from 
her successful rival in dairying, especially if she adopts a 
few of the measures to which such success is due.

a progress in these mat- 
ters may be said to be due to two 
things—the wisdom displayed by her 
dairymen in their choice of cows and 
the fact that the Michigan State Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders Association 
is a real live organization. 

This association is pleasantly re- 
membered by Holstein breeders 
throughout the country as being the 
host at the very successful annual 
meeting at Detroit last June. It was 
also the organizer, with the assist- 
ance of H. A. Moyer, of the breed’s 
most successful public sale. It is 
made up of live men, has hustling 
officers, and works constantly for the 
improvement of Holstein conditions 
in Michigan. It has just concluded a 
two-days’ annual meeting at the Mich- 
igan Agricultural College at East 
Lansing, that may be set down as 
one of the most successful in the his- 
tory of the association, both in point 
of attendance and in the program 
offered. 

In the program offered this year, 
special attention was paid to the 
yearly or semi-official work and the 
speakers included two of the most 
prominent breeders in the country in 
this line, John B. Irwin, of Minnesota, 
and Peter Small, of Ohio. 


H. W. Norton Jr., as_ president, 
opened the meeting which was held at 
the college January 16th and 17th. 
Mr. Norton’s address received marked 
attention from the members and, upon 
the recommendation of D. D. Aitken. 
president of the national association, 
was repeated on the following day for 
the benefit of those who could not 
be present on Tuesday. His remarks 
covered the value of advertising, such 
as is now being conducted by the 
dairy interests. disease control, the 
public sale and other topics of live 
interest to Holstein men and were of 
timely importance. The address will 
be given in an early issue of the 
World. 

Following Mr. Norton, M. W. 
Wentworth’s report as secretary and 
treasurer showed the very satisfac- 
tory condition of the association, both 
as to membership and finance. 


Dr. R. P. Lyman, head of the vet- 
erinary department of the Michigan 
State College, was then introduced, 
and entertained the Holstein men 
with a very clear and helpful explan- 
ation of the digestive system of the 
cow and a brief address upon bovine 
obstetrics. Dr. Lyman illustrated his 
talk by the aid of models used by the 
college and answered many questions 
put to him by the breeders. 

After the appointment of commit- 
tees, the meeting adjourned for the 
annual banquet held in one of the 
local churches. the sessions being re- 
sumed the following morning. 

The first speaker of Wednesday 
morning was John B. Newman of 
Chicago, chief of the extension bur- 





eau of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. This was Mr. New- 
man’s first public appearance, with the 
exception of his response to a toast 
on the previous evening, since ac- 
cepting the position as an employe of 
the national association, and a large 
audience listened attentively to his 
exposition of the duties of the posi- 
tion and his plea for assistance in the 
work. Mr. Newman called upon the 
Holstein men to aid him in spread- 
ing the gospel of more milk and Hol- 
stein milk. He urged upon them to 
pass by no opportunity to present the 
validity of such claims as the National 
Dairy ‘Council is making for milk. He 
explained many points that might be 
advanced in favor of the wider con- 
sumption of milk and its products, 
and described in full the publicity that 
would be given in furthering this plan. 
Mr. Newman is the right man in the 
right place, and the wisdom of the 
national association in starting such 
a movement will become apparent as 
progress is made in this work. 

Mr. Irwin, breeder of Duchess Sky- 
lark Ormsby, followed. Mr.* Irwin 
told his audience of the feed and care 
which this famous cow had. He gave 
the Duchess’ ration, explained how 
she was watched by the feeder and 
how the ration was changed to suit 
the condition of the cow and outside 
influence. Mr. Irwin says that the 
largest producing cow is the most 
profitable, because of her greater 
economy. He gave figures to prove 
his theory, using his own cow, Duch- 
ess Skylark Ormsby; the Ayrshire 
leader, Tilly Alcartra; the Jersey 
champion, Sophie 19th of Hood Farm, 
and the Guernsey champion, May 
Rilma. With milk at 5c per quart. 
butterfat at 30c per pound and with 
uniform prices for feeds, Mr. Irwin 
figured out the profit made over cost 
of feed for each of these cows. His 
table indicated that the largest pro- 
ducers, while they consumed more 
feed in each case, were able to show a 
larger net profit than those using less 
quantities of raw material. 

The closing session on Wednesday 
afternoon heard Mr. Small on the 
selection and preparation of cows for 
the long-time test and the handling 
of these cows while on test. Mr. 
Small has made some very creditable 
records in semi-official work, includ- 
ing the development of world record 
makers and some _ four-generation 
combinations of 1,000-pound yearly 
cows. In his talk, which Mr. Small 
confined entirely to the practical, he 
gave the methods in use on his farm, 
both as to handling and feeding semi- 
official cows. He gave some time to 
the discussion of the proper selection 
of cows for such work. 

He said in part: “I am very glad 
to note the interest taken by Michigan 
breeders in the long-time test. I con- 
sider this the best test for real value. 
We have practiced, in the selection of 
cows for the long test or even the 
seven-day work, a system of liberal 
feeding for at least six months before 
freshening. We do not, however, cut 
their rations to dry them off as we 
would rather keep milking them, if 
it is only once per day, to a plan 
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which forces them to go dry. While 
milking up close to freshening might 
injure the seven-day record, we find 
that, by keeping them on liberal ra- 
tions, our cows run very smoothly 
and are alert at feeding time. As a 
rule our best seven-day records are 
not made until from four to six weeks 
after freshening. 

“In feeding these cows, we began 
with 10 to 12 pounds of grain per day, 
actual weight, no guesswork, and 
worked up to about 16 pounds of grain 
per day of fitting ration. After fresh- 
ening, we feed very sparingly for the 
first week, then increase very slowly 
for 10 days, keeping very careful 
weight of the grain fed. After this 
preliminary period, we feed to mature 
cows from 20 to 26 pounds of grain 
per day. We feed in four different 
intervals and milk four times daily. 
The cows exercise daily.” 

Mr. Small tries to have his cows 
from six to seven months in calf when 
the year’s work is finished and breeds 
heifers to freshen as closely to 24 
months of age as possible when well 
grown. He believes in running heif- 
ers for the full year for the develop- 
ment it gives them. 


In discussing the actual grain ra- 
tions fed, Mr. Small told the breed- 
ers: “The grain rations are varied a 
bit according to the weather and we 
see to it that they never get more 
than they will eat up eagerly. No 
two cows are fed exactly alike. Our 
grain includes in part good bran, 
ground oats, distillers’ grains, a little 
gluten, cottonseed meal, oil meal and 
hominy. We have used some flax- 
seed meal, cocoanut meal and peanut 
meal, but do not find that these extras 
do much for yearly cows. Molasses 
is fed with beet pulp and beets and 
good alfalfa hay are fed. We use 
small feeds of silage and in summer 
we feed green red clover and sweet 
corn.” 

It is of interest to note that one of 
Mr. Small’s cows made a seven-day 
record of 30.29 and yet averaged for 
every seven days of the year follow- 
ing, about 26 pounds. She was of- 
ficially tested over 100 days. Mr. 
Small’s herd was very liberally rep- 
resented in the last Gardner report on 
yearly work, and he reported a num- 
ber of exceptionally good records in 
progress at the farm. A great num- 
ber of questions was asked of Mr. 
Small and a larger amount of inter- 
est developed in the yearly work from 
his talk. 


The breeders closed their work with 
the award of prize ribbons for the best 
seven days’ performance in the vari- 
ous classes and the honors were di- 
vided among a number of prominent 
Michigan herds. For Lakewood Farm 
at Battle Creek. Mr. Wentworth an- 
nounced the offering of a silver cup 
to be competed for in the 30-day 
class, no limitation being placed as to 
age. The cup goes to the breeder 
making the best 30-day record dur. 
ing the year from November 1, 1916, 
to November 1, 1917. A similar cup 
for yearly work offered by the same 
farm was won this year by Embla- 
gaard Dairy on the remarkable rec- 
ord of Duchess Hengerveld Korn- 
dyke. 

The election of officers resulted in 
the selection for the fifth time of H. 
W. Norton Jr. as president. N. A.

“The above ration was fed nearly 
altogether to Maplecrest Pontiac Ap- 
plication. There were more changes 
on Banostine Belle De Kol, which 1 
would not be able to give, as I have 
no memorandum of them. After hav- 
ing the above ration, each cow had 
about 12 pounds of beets and about 
three pounds of ensilage, and then 
what alfalfa hay she could eat, four 
times per day.” | 

Maplecrest Pontiac Application’s 
yearly record is, milk 23,421.2 pounds, 
fat 1,075.44 pounds, a percentage of 
4.59. This computes to 1,344.30 
pounds of 80 per cent butter. Banos- 
tine Belle De Kol gave in one year 
27,404.4 pounds of milk containing 
1,058.34 pounds of fat, a percentage of 
3.86. This computes to  1,322.925 
pounds of 80 per cent butter. 

Keystone Beauty Plum Johanna

James M. Stevenson of the Horn- 
less Holstein Farms, of Clark’s Sum- 
mit, Pa., writes as follows concerning 
the feeding of Keystone Beauty Plum 
Johanna, whose yearly record is 
25,787.5 pounds of milk containing 
1,035.77 pounds of fat, computed to 
1,294.7 pounds of 80 per cent butter 
with a test of 4.02 per cent: 
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“The grain ration fed Keystone 
Beauty during her test consisted of 
100 pounds each of the following 
feeds: Cottonseed meal, wheat bran, 
O. P. linseed meal, dried brewers’ 
grain, distillers’ grains, buffalo gluten, 
hominy, ground oats and 10 pounds of 
salt. For roughage during the win- 
ter she had timothy hay, corn silage 
and some of the time clover hay. 
During the summer she was fed green 
alfalfa, peas and oats. During the 
summer the hominy of her grain ra- 
tion was increased to 200 pounds. 
She was pastured for three hours a 
day. 

“Probably the most valuable of any 
of the feeds is the dried beet pulp. 
During the winter we fed molasses 
with it, mixing the molasses with 
water and soaking the beet pulp with 
it. To show you the value of the 
beet pulp in making this record, about 
a month before she finished we ran 
out of beet pulp and the boys thought 
that they would substitute fresh 
beets, turnips, and cabbage in its 
place. They fed her all she could eat 
of these vegetables and roots but in 
spite of this she fell off 10 per cent in 
production. We had our mark set for 
1,300 pounds of butter and expected 
to make it with a good margin but 
because of our inability to get any 
beet pulp we missed it by a small 
margin. She was fed four times a day, 
beet pulp each time, and ensilage and 
hay twice a day during the winter.” 


Notes. 


In going over these rations one is 
struck with the general similarity of 
the mixtures and it can be said that 
probably a mixture of equal parts of 
the leading feeds given in the first 
table will be as efficient a mixture as 
any. The record comes from good 
feed to be sure but does not come 
from the fact that one man combines 
feed in a very definite formula which 
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gives him wonderfully 
— from other feeders. 
gain it is striking tha , 
seven-day record pd had ovata 
in her ration. This again confirms the 
opinion that the greatest factors : 
the cow and the skill of the few 
We have in this article given the 
methods of men from widely se : 
rated parts of the country, Ontario,

‘ITT PAYS TO INVESTIGATE.” 


Studying the analysis of his farm 
profited one Ohio farmer at least 
$1,500 the first year and the profits 
are still increasing. 

An analysis made by G. N. Dagger 
of the agricultural extension service 
showed that the milk receipts per cow 
on this man’s farm were $89 and the 
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livestock receipts for each $100 worth 
of feed used were $76. Figures of this 
sort had never been presented to him 
before. He began to study and it took 
little effort for him to see that he was 
keeping some unprofitable cows. The 
next year he kept the size of his 
business the same, fed the same 
amount of feed as the year before and 
bought the same amount. By elimina- 
ting the unprofitable cows, however, 
he succeeded in increasing the live- 
stock receipts per cow from $89 to 
$180 and the livestock receipts per 
$100 worth of feed from $76 to $176. 
This made it possible for him to in- 
crease the profits from his farm 
$1,500, in addition to receiving what 
the farm contributed toward the liv- 
ing and after deducting 5 per cent in- 
terest on the investment.

The Ration Fed Segis Fayne Johanna 


By E. S. SAVAGE 


Elsewhere in this issue is discussed 
the feeding of some of the leading 
cows of the Holstein-Friesian breed. 
Since writing that article Segis Fayne 
Johanna 114658, has made the remark- 
able record of 40.544 pounds of but- 
terfat, 50.68 pounds of 80 per cent 
butter, from 722 pounds of milk. 

Advice from Mr. Neimann, the 
manager of Oliver Cabana’s Pine 
Grove Farm herd, gives the grain ra- 
tion fed to Segis Fayne Johanna as 
follows:

Mr. Niemann says that this cow re- 
ceived during the test 28 pounds of 
this mixture in four equal feeds. In 
addition she was fed two pounds of 
cottonseed meal, one-half pound at 
each feeding. This makes the total 
concentrates 30 pounds per day. 

For roughage, Segis Fayne Johanna 
received 40 pounds corn silage, 32 
pounds of wet beet pulp and molasses, 
100 pounds roots and 12 pounds of 
alfalfa hay. The roughage was also 
fed in four equal feeds except the hay 
which was fed in three feeds, the mid- 
night feed of hay being omitted. 

This statement of Mr. Niemann re- 
garding the feeding of this cow bears 
out the general statement made on 
another page in the other article, that 
one does not need to go outside of the 
general well known by-products to 
make up a proper test ration. That 
this is a proper test ration this 50- 
pound record proves beyond any 
doubt.

ceived should silence the criticism 
made regarding such high records, 
that unusual feeds or drugs of any 
kind are used.

There is nothing unusual about this 
ration except that it is one of the 
largest that has come to the attention 
of the writer. A consumption of 
68.963 pounds of dry matter in 24 
hours is an unusually large amount. 
The nutritive ratio is 1:4.5 which is a 
normal nutritive ratio for a cow pro- 
ducing so much milk and fat. 

In the mechanical make-up of the 
ration there are some things to which 
attention may well be called. The 
method of feeding the beet pulp on 
Pine Grove Farm is a little different 
from the method on most farms in 
that molasses is added to the water 
used to soak the pulp. Mr. Niemann 
explained to the writer that the meth- 
od is to put about two quarts of feed-

Fifteen pounds of salt in 830 
pounds of cqncentrates is more. than 
is usually put in. It may be that this 
large amount of salt makes the ration 
more palatable. The powdered char- 
coal adds no food value to the ration. 
Charcoal is said by some physicians 
to have a beneficial effect on the di- 
gestion, serving to keep the digestive 
tract in a more normal condition. It 
is probably not absorbed but aids in 
some mechanical way merely by its 
presence. It will be noted that with 
200 pounds of distillers’ dried grains, 
200 pounds of wheat bran and 125 
pounds of ground oats in 830 pounds 
of concentrates the ration is a very 
bulky one. This probably accounts

As mentioned up to the year 1879 
the calf enjoyed rather of the abun. 
dance of the farm, and this abundant 
feeding is the solid foundation of the 
future cow, and this has been produc- 
tive of good results on the present 
Holstein-Friesian cow. I remember 
the butter and cheesemaking on our 
farm, as the milk was not delivered to 
a co-operative creamery until in 1897, 
The life on the farm before the cream- 
eries arose was not only a very busy 
one for the farmer but also for the 
farmer’s wife. When I am home, | 
am always glad to have long talks 
with my grandmother, who, though 
being past 90 years, is still at heart a 
farmer’s wife. She spent 75 years on 
the same farm. My mother also knows 
of the busy life on the farm. 

I cannot forbear telling the readers 
something about that real busy life, 
especially in the spring and summer. 
The farm help consisted of two male 
helpers and two female helpers. At 
half past three in the morning, the 
daily work was started on our farm in 
summer and spring, and half past four 
in the winter. The cows were brought 
from the pasture into a small yard, 
where they were kept during milking 
time. This was the work of the so- 
called “little servant,” generally a boy 
of about 15 years. In the meantime, 
my father made a fire under the milk 
tub, in which the skimmed milk of the 
day before was put after a short while. 
The oldest maid servant and my 
mother had at half past three started 
skimming the milk, by means of a 
small scale, as separators were un- 
known at that time. The milk of the 
evening and of the morning was al- 
ways put to cool in clean copper ves- 
sels, such clean ones as I never see 
in our modern hygienic time. 

Inspectors would really have been 
superfluous, as the farmer’s wife was 
taught cleanliness from youth. 
really found it afterwards a little ex- 
aggerated. To show this I give the 
following example. When we came 
home from school, we had to pass 
through a small brickstone hall to 
reach the kitchen. This hall was 
cleansed every day and the floor look- 
ed like a sheet of snow. Now, my 
brother and I did not venture to walk 
on this floor with our wooden shoes 
on. If we had ventured, a box on the 
ear would have been our reward. The 
wooden shoes had to be put off and 
entering the front room was only al-

“WHAT WE MUST CONSIDER.” 


In view of the fact that at this sea- 
son of the year many dairymen are 
buying new herd bulls, the following 
from the pen of Professor Eckles is 
of more than passing interest. He 
says: 

: ne method of selecting a herd 
sire is to buy a young bull on the 
strength of the records of his ances- 
tors, and trust to luck to a certain 
extent that he will be one that will 
transmit the desirable characteristics 
of his ancestors to a high degree. As 
a rule such a bull will do fairly well 
in transmitting these characteristics, 
particularly when he heads a grade 
herd. In selecting a young bull, the 
pedigree is of more importance than 
the individuality of the animal. The 
things to be looked for in the pedigree 
are, first of all, records of production 
by the female ancestors, especially the 
dam of the animal, and indications 
that the ancestors have transmitted 
the characteristics wanted. Next in 
importance come the records of th 
sire’s daughters.” 


The poor and indifferent milker— 
referring to the man and not the cow 
—is frequently the greatest expense 
the farmer has to meet. 


In making up your feed records be 
sure that all the feed the cow eats is 
shown on the record in pounds.

OREGON HOLSTEIN CLUB 
MEETING. 

During Farmers’ Week at Corval- 
lis, the Oregon Holstein Cattle Club 
held its annual winter meeting. There 
were not a large number of breeders 
present, but the addresses were all 
well attended by farmers and dairy- 
men. In point of interest their meet- 
ings were very successful, for spirited 
discussion went on over every topic 
taken up. 

J. Luscher of Fairview, president of 
the club, presided, and made the open- 
ing address. 

W. H. Newell of Seghers discussed 
the subject of the length of test, tak- 
ing up the seven-day, 10-months and 
12-months test. The 12-months test 
the best breeders have found to be un- 
satisfactory. It means a cow will have 
to be under forced feed for 12 months, 
which is unnatural and breeding is 
then put off, which causes in some 
cases a failure of conception. The 10- 
months test is also the most practical, 
for then you get one calf a year and 
still have an official test. It is now 
official to run a 10-months test, but 
can run the 12-months if you so de- 


sire. There is some prejudice against 
the expense of the seven-day test and 
also the inaccuracy of it in regard to 
denoting the true production. It is 
possible to increase the test by lay- 
ing on fat previous to calving, but the 
amount of milk cannot be increased. 
Mr. Newell emphasized the value of 
the sire, stating that the bull is 75 
per cent of the herd and is the whole 
herd if he is a poor bull; and that the 
right purebred sire would increase the 
production of a grade herd 25 per cent 
with the first cross and 20 per cent on 
the second cross. 


It was also pointed out that it was 
the duty of every Holstein breeder te 
show at every fair he could because 
the popularity of a breed is judged on 
the numbers shown and it is the breed- 
er’s duty to the breed to advertise.— 
Rural Spirit. 


FEEDING THE COW. 


The well fed cow will return more 
profit than the poorly fed one. A 
poorly fed cow will often be found to 
give no profit. At the Ohio Experi- 
ment Station, a cow increased her 


milk production 80 per cent 

better feeding. This increnged Gt 
tity of milk cost 77c less per hundred 
pounds than what she produced on 
the small quantity of feed and th 
butterfat cost 23c less per pound This 
extra feed would not have been sufi- 
cient to feed another cow. By. feed. 
ing the one cow well about as much 
milk is secured as by feeding two 
cows poorly. And feeding the one 
cow well required less work, less barn 
room, less feed and less pasture. In 
mfany cases the quickest way to in. 
crease the profits from a herd is to 
feed and care for them better rather 
than by increasing the number— 
North Dakota Experiment Station

The milking o 
started at about a quarter past Pc 
and the work of the farmer’s wife “1 
gan in earnest. She had to watch the 
churn and at the same time the cheese, 
milk and last, but not least, oftentimes 
she had to poke up the lazy, old 
churnmill horse, which became rather 
tired or dizzy from the continual 
walking in a circle, and had a regular 
constant impulse to stop. As goon 
as the milking was finished, her heavy 
task became somewhat easier; but just 
at this time of her day the children 
would demand attention. However 
it would never do to leave the butter 
and cheese in the lurch for the sake 
of the crying of the infant. The farm. 
er’s wife thought it a good exercise 
for developing strong lungs. 

The old fashioned butter and cheese 
production had, however, many ad- 
vantages as were seen from the pos- 
sibility it offered to raise the most 
beneficent creature of the farm, the 
future cow. 

The calves were fed on the rich but- 
termilk and fresh sweet whey, mixed 
with some linseed meal or any other 
feedstuff, but generally the fat butter- 
milk formed an excellent feed. No 
wonder that their skins were shining 
in the sun, as my grandmother often 
tells, and that they were playful and 
full of vital power. Moreover, these 
calves were fed in separate pails, so 
that the glutton could not devour the 
double portion and get sick after- 
wards. In the busy crop time, the 
calf feeding was often left to the fe- 
male help on the farm, another fac- 
tor of big importance as the female 
sex is generally more gifted with pa- 
tience than the male one, especially 
in the crop time. Since the erection 
of the creameries, however, I might 
say the present calf enjoys, compared 
with the old time calf, a rather poorer 
or harder youth. 


The almost unprecedented demand 
for purebred stock makes breeding 
cattle higher than ever before, but 
this does not mean a person 1s en- 
titled to unload undesirable stock on 
the unsuspecting young buyer. 


The ice harvest is in order right 
now and it will certainly be appre- 
ciated six months later.

both in point of attendance cad eae 
Drogram, and the retiring president 
F. W. Sessions of Utica, is to be con- 
gratulated upon his success in pre. 
senting so much to the breeders. The 
sessions were opened on Monday 
evening by speeches by Mayor Stone 
of Syracuse, and Mr. Sessions, and an 
address by Chancellor James R. Day 
of Syracuse University, on “The Rela- 
tion of Agricultural Education to Our 
Public Schools.” Dr. Day’s address 
was followed by a light luncheon and 
smoker. 

On Tuesday morning Dr. F, §, 
Snow of Syracuse, an expert on sheep 
raising, talked upon the subject of 
“Sheep on Eastern Farms,” and a dis- 
cussion upon the subject of “Breeding 
for Individuality and Production” was 
undertaken by E. A. Powell, Geo. A. 
Smith and F. G. Benham, represent- 
ing the leading dairy breeds. R. D. 
Cooper, president of the Dairymen’s 
League, discussed the milk question 
and C. L. Burlingham of Hoard’s 
Dairyman told members of the asso- 
ciation something about cow testing 
associations and their work. 

On Tuesday afternoon, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture Chas. S. Wilson 
spoke. Mr. Wilson advocated in his 
address more attention on the part 
of the livestock interests to fairs and 
exhibitions. In view of the fact that 
New York livestock interests have 
neglected somewhat this important 
phase of their business, Mr. Wilson’s 
remarks were of a special interest. 
Prof. H. H. Wing of Cornell Uni- 
versity. in a very interesting speech, 
gave the breeders some ideas as to 
the importance of New York as a 
dairy state and the importance of 
purebred animals to the dairy inter- 
ests of New York state. Dr. V. A 
Moore, one of the leading exverts on 
bovine tuberculosis in the country 
spoke upon the “Control of Tuber- 
culosis and Contagious Abortion.” On 
Tuesday afternoon also, the affiliated 
societies, consisting of representatives 
of the Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire and 
Holstein clubs, as well as the swine, 
sheep and horse associations, held 
separate meetings. 

W. E. Skinner, secretary of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council, who was slated 
to speak on Wednesday afternoon, 
was unable to wait over and delivered 
his address to the breeders on Tues- 
day afternoon. Mr. Skinner talked 
upon publicity and marketing of milk 
and dairy products.

Dr. Houck talked 
on the foot and mouth disease and 
Prof. Seulke’s remarks were of es- 
pecial interest to the swine breeders. 

The breeders’ asociation, through 
its resolutions committee, gave an un- 
qualified endorsement of the proposed 
legislation relative to tuberculosis 
and went on record as being in favor 
of legislation compelling the pas- 
teurization of skim-milk and whey. 
Especial endorsement is given to the 
proposal to establish districts ‘for 
veterinary supervision of the state. 
This proposal is embodied in pend- 
ing legislation and has been discussed 
in the World previously. 


WHY THEY NAMED IT. 


Upton Farms, Mt. Upton, N. Y., O. 
T. Angell, Prop. Upton Farms takes 
its name from that of the family 
which owned it from the time of the 
original grant from the ‘Crown, in 
1770, until a few years before it came 
into the possession of the present 
owner. A tract about 14 miles long 
and eight miles wide, on the north 
bank of the Unadilla, or Tianderah 
river, as it was then called, and in- 
cluding the present farm of 470 acres, 
was allotted to Clotworthy Upton six 
years before the Revolutionary War. 
It has been in the hands of his de- 
scendants practically ever since, and 
the residence of the original owner is 
still standing and in use on the farm. 
The farm lies partly on “Mt. Upton,” 
a sightly elevation from which the 
village of Mt. Upton takes its name, 
hence a triple significance in the name 
of Upton Farms. 

Unahanna Farm, Sidney, N. Y., M. 
C. Johnston, Prop. The name “Una- 
hanna” is formed from a combination 
of the first and last two syllables, re- 
spectively, of the names “Unadilla” 
and “Susquehanna,” the rivers which 
have their confluence at Mr. Johns- 
ton’s farm. His present farm of 330 
acres is part of the 640-acre grant 
made to his great grandfather, Rev. 
William Johnston, in 1772, and the 
land it embraces is historic ground.

reasonably sure that the heifer caly : 
will be good producers. But with the 
fast advance in prices of land bo 
farm products, the expense of rais- 
ing the calves is increasing, When 
the young were allowed to suckle 
their dams no such conditions existed 
but this practice is no longer eco. 
nomical. : 


L. W. Wing Jr. of the Missouri 


‘College. of Agriculture, outlined two 


general plans for reducing the cost 
of producing calves, in a lecture dur- 
ing Farmers’ Week at the University 
of Missouri this year. Where cream 
is sold he suggested that the calves 
be fed whole-milk for the first two 
or three weeks and then gradually 
changed to skim-milk. The whole. 
milk should not be fed, even to the 
largest calf, in excess of three quarts 
or about six pounds at a feed twice 
a day. The small calf, such as a Jer. 
sey, does not need more than two 
quarts at a_ feed. When larger 
amounts are given scours are apt to 
result. After the calf has been 
changed to skim-milk the amount 
may be increased gradually to 14 or 16 
pounds a day. Such feeding should 
be supplemented with grain, prefer- 
ably ground corn or a mixture of 
three parts of corn and one part of 
oats by weight. Calves should be al- 
lowed to nibble hay as soon as they 
begin to eat grain. Timothy or mixed 
hay should be fed during the first two 
or three months. Then some legume, 
alfalfa, clover, or cowpea hay may be 
given. 

The farmers who sell whole-milk 
have another problem. Experience 
has taught that the only method of 
replenishing a herd and advancing 
production is to raise the heifer 
calves. The plan in general use at 
present is to feed a minimum amount 
of milk along with grain or to give 
the calf a good start and take the milk 
away after about two months, and 
then put the calf on a grain ration. 

Many attempts have been made to 
find milk substitutes. Oil meal, blood 
flour, and wheat middlings or flour 
have made up the major portion of 
most of them. Those which have 
proved most. successful have con- 
tained a small portion of powdered 
skim-milk. When they are fed, whole- 
milk is given for about the first 
month and the calves are gradually 
changed to the calf meal. This is fed 
as a gruel which has been previously 
heated to 145 degrees Fahrenheit for 
one-half hour, and cooled to about 9 
degrees Fahrenheit at feeding time. 
The amount fed depends upon the size 
of the calf, but should not be in ex- 
cess of one and one-fourth pounds per 
feed twice a day. One should have 
had experience in raising calves be- 
fore trying this method. Such feeds 
enable a man selling milk at a high 
price at retail or wholesale to raise 
his calves more cheaply than he could 
by feeding fresh milk.
